DISSOLUTION. 

Under the English system of Eesponai- 
ble Government, which has won for itself 
the respect and. admiration of the civiliz- 
ed world, it has hecomo a clearly estab- 
lished oletQent of the constitution that 
■when a ministry ceases tocoutrola major- 
ity in the LegiBlnture, or when on aceouut 
of party faction Government measures are 
obstinately opposed and obatructed, the 
Premier may in the interest of good gov- 
ernment request the Grown or ItB -rcpre 
sentative to dissolve the House in order 
that the people, the sourae of all power, 
may deoide upon the merits of the differ 
onoes between the two rival political par 
ties. In order that the oonslitutional 
light of a government should not be in 
any case abused and an appeal to the 
ooantry made uuneces8nvy,it is the prero- 
gatiTe of the Crown to exercise its judg 
ment on the premises and allow or refuse 
a dissolution as may seem under the cir- 
oumatancea most desirable. Of course 
thore are well known rules to guide the 
Crown in the exercise of its ijrorogatiye, 
and we propose to show in oouuectiou 
with the present orisia iu our Legislature 
that the great authority, Todd, lays down 
the rule so oleavly that oven the luadur of 
the Opposition, desperate man though he 
be, and famishiugly hungry for the emol- 
uments of office though he seems, must 
admit that in the piosout iusiance there 
is only one course to pursue, and that is 
to dissolve. Mr. WalUem yesterday was 
only able to bring one qnotution from liia 
fovoriie authority, Todd, in support of 
liis claim that the Gov;8rDment should ro 
sign and give plnca to him Instead of dis 
eolving the Houne. The case quoted was 
that of Mr. Addington, who in ISOi re 
signed although he was oflered a dissola 
lion by the King. Mr, Walkom admitted 
that Mr. Addington was a weak man, and, 
truth to say, ho, was the weakest Minister 
Vaat ever held tiie reins of power in Eng- 
land. The case, however, at best bore 
no analogy to ouis. Mr. Addington re- 
signed iu favor of Mr. Pitt, a stronger 
man of his own party, and the whole 
thing amounted to nothing more than 
change of ollionrs among the leading men 
of the same party. That Mr. Walkem 
should have quoted him at all, only show 
ed the more btrongly the weakness of hia 
position. The plaintive cry of the Oppo- 
sition ever since the advent to power of 
Mr. Elliott, has been Oh! A.O.E. resign 
and it is evident they intend to go down 
to their political graves with that wail 
upon their lips. Why should the Gov 
ornment resigu ? They have a majority 
of two in a house of 24. They have not 
been defeated,' and although instances 
■without anmber can bi.oited of Govern 
ments ' oontihaing to hold ofilce after 
inan\ defeats, not a single instance of 
the "leader of a majority resigning 
in favor of the leader of a minority can bo 
found. Authority in favor of the for 
going will be foi;ud in Todd, page 412, who 
says that "modern authorities are agreet' 
in deprecating any interference by Par 

liament with the right of the Crown to 

~ uuumt'y wiif uovor iif may uo uipuumuu' 
trhether the Houee may .think suob an ap 
peal.to be rnord or less advisable. By 
general oonsent, the alternatives of rcsig 
nation of ofiSoe or of 'diss;^lntion of Parlia 
meut, are now' left to the' discretion and 
responsibility of ministers." On page 
405 four reasons for a dissolution are 
given, one of wiiich is "for the purpose 
of ascertaining the sentiments of the oon 
stituent body in relation to some import 
ant act of the Executive Government ; oi 
Bome,c(neijti(>n of pubUojiolicy upon whicl 
the Ministers of the Grown and House ol 
Common" are at issne." It is true that 
with refere'Dce to the Constitution Act 
upon which, iu the present iuhtance, th 
Government intend to appeal to tht; coun 
try, there is no is.suo between the Crown 
and the House. It is only a minority faction 
that is at issue with the Government upon 
the qui-aiiori. It is olear, however, that 
the ob.structive courr-e pni>ued by the 
minority faction in our House on that 
measure is jumifl'^ation enough for an 
appeal. The whole gist of the Opposi- 
tion argument was that such an import- 
ant measure should be tiuhmitted to the 
people, and although Todd on page 407 
gfives it' otherwise, yet the Government 
now express themselves ready to submit 
it to the people in the only cousitutinnul 
manner by which it can be done. Todd 
saya on the pa'^e last luentioue.i: "Nor is 
there any constitutional principle which 
requires that there should bu an appeal 
to the country prjvious to legislation upon 
great public queiiions, even though they 
involve organia changes in the constituiion 
itself, iov, by the true thfory cif lopreaen- 
fation, asserted by the highest authoiities 
, and euforced by the uniform practice of 
Parliament, the actual Hnusa of Com- 
mons is competent to decide upon any 
measure that may be necessary for the 
well being of the nation." That was the 
^viawtbe Government and th»ir sdppoi tera 
at first took of the matter, btit when it bo- 
oame apparent that lautiouan' ss wns carri 
ed to such an extent th^it the Eules of 
Order of the House were actually proati 
tuti-a in Ol der to enable the Opposition 
• clique to !tt!ain their end— the o'bstt'uotion 
of a measure, tno destruction of which 
they found impoa.sible— then the Govern- 
ment determined to talie the Oppobition 
at their word and submit the bill to the 
people. The insincerity of their profes- 
sions of anxiety to consult the peo- 
ple is now shown by their opposition to the 
proposal submitted by thjo Government. 
The leader of the Opposition olanibrS for 
a resignation withotit a defeat on a vital 
Q^SV*?"? without even pretending that 
the Government have lost the confidence 
of the House. The impossibility of him- 
self carrying on the government in the 
event of Mr. Elliott's resignation does 
not seem to strike him; porhops he thinks 
there are men of his own kidney in the 
Government ranks; men who wi ll rat as 
te"did;;mcn..Of-the Kriemler farm utamp. 
If that be not his ideo, then ho would be 
under the necessity of dissolving at once 
upon his accession to office, and so far as 
the merits of dissolution are concerned it 
Oan^make no diflft reuco whether Mr. EUi- 
'ott disi-olve or Mr, Walkem. To continue 
.our quotations from Todd; on page 132 
he.gives the lanigiiagoiof Lord John Rua- 
sel who says that "isolated defeats of a 
government pos.sefising the general confi- 
deuce of the Crown and of Parliament 
although they bo upon questions of great 
importance, do not involve the necessity 
for resignation. For example :--Jiord 



Eoyal message; Lord North did not re- 
sign when Dunning carried against him 
his famous resolution againstthe influence 
of the Crown. Mr, Pitt was defeated, on 
different occasiops, on the Westminster 
scrutiny, on Parliamentary reform, on his 
proposition for a general fortiticatiou ol 
the coasts, on hia French commercial 
treaty, on his proposition concerning the 
trade of Ireland, on the impeachment of 
his friend and colleague Lord Melville, 
and also his India Bill, which was one of 
the principal measures of his administra- 
tion ; and yet in none of those cases did 
he feel called upon to i esign. Again Lord 
Liverpool was defeated npon tho Bill of 
Pains and Penaltii'S against Queen Caro- 
line; and in 1810, on the question of tho re- 
newal of tho property tux, tho lossof which 
occasioned twelve millions of revenue." 
Space will not permit us to follow tho 
authorities farther to day, but we will bo 
able to supplement our remarks in to- 
morrow's issue and give precedents in 
extenso in support of the poaition assumed 
by the Government.

New York, March 3 — A Dispatch to the 
IVibune from Dublin states the aasassiua- 
tion of Lord Leitrim and his two atten- 
dants was tho result of agrarian trouble. 
Lord Leitiini has bad u dispufo liitolv 
with his touontry, tome of whom manifest- 
ed much bitter feeling nt their alleged 
grievance. There is intense iudigniition 
among tho people of Donegal County over 
tho outrage and measnrcs are being taken 
to discover the perpetrators, 

London, April 3— Stocks flat, particu- 
larly Russian aoeurities. This morning's 
news shows very little change in tho 
Eastern question. Dispatches from Ber- 
lin and St. Petersburg state there is 
grounds for expecting ibe renewal of tho 
Congress Qegotiritlons on the basiB of the 
proposal of BiBmarck that the Powers bo 
invited to moot and revise the treaties of 
'5G and 71. Such an ovorturo from Ger- 
many would spare Rus;iivn susceptibili- 
ties. It is improbable that Russia will 
take any step or como to any decision un- 
til Iguatioff has reported. Stories that the 
Russians have made a demand for the 
surrender of tho Turlcish position on the 
Boaphorns are attributed to tho regular 
manufaotory in Constantinoplo of irritat- 
ing statements for tho purpose of provok- 
ing England and Austria ngaiust Russia. 

Viknna, April 3— A dispatch from St, 
Petersburg reports great Gxoitement over 
tho news of a probable alliance between 
England and Turkey, Everything has 
assumed a warlike aspect. It ia reported 
the Rassians are advancing on Gallipoli. 

London, April 8— It is again reported 
that tho English floot is about to enter tho 
Bosphorus to counteract any designs of 
Russians towards the occupation of tho 

London, April 3 — Vienna papers com- 
menting on Salisbury's circular to thePo w- 
er.s eay Austria and England are agreed re- 
garding Lord Salisbury's criticism of the 
treaty of San Stefano and stops necessary 
to protect tho iiitorosta of both etatos and 
express tho convioliou that only by th« 
deference of Ruseia to Salisbury's views 
can war between England aud Russia be 
avoided, 

A special from Borlia says Russia's re- 
ply to Lord Salisbury's circular is pro- 
paring. Priuco Gortschakoff is said to be 
auxious to iHsue it as soon as possible to 
remove unfavorublo impressions produo 
ed by tho English circular. Russian news- 
papers complain of tho increasing hostili- 
ty of the Roumanians. The latter are 
to be hindering the paesage of tho 
ItuHsiau provision columns through their 
territory and to have threatened to forbid 
it altogether.

SIINISTEUIAIi STATEMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott aaid tbiit on Monday 
last vrhen be had nsked for an ndjouru- 
mont of tho Houso he had iutimatoj, that 
owing to tho adverse veto on tho Lunatic 
Asylum question and tho persistont ob- 
struotlon to tho Cuustitution Bill, the 
most important measure iutroducud by 
tho present Government, or indeed by any 
government since the inauguration of 
responsible government, that today (ho 
government would submit a proposition 
to tho Houso to facilitato the progre.ss of 
publio business. Ho wished it to be dia- 
tinotly understood that tho Goveiumout 
had determined to advise the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor to dissolve tho House. Ho made 
this statement atonce because he did not 
wish to be acposed be!*eafter of holding 
out a threat of dissolution in the event of 
certain contingencies. The reasons for 
doing 80 were that tivo mouths had al- 
ready elapsed without any mutoiiul pro- 
gress in legislation. Many niomboia who 
resided in remote districts were anxious 
to return to their homos; but were detain- 
ed by the determined obstinacy of tho 
Opposition in oonneotion with tho Consti- 
tution Bill. Thoy had already of their 
own free will expressed their determina- 
tion, in spite of tho majority against 
them, not to give way but to sit if nooes- 
oary till next Chriftmns. The Govern- 
ment held that such a line of action was 
aerionsly detrimental to tho ProTiuoe at 
large and that no more important crisis 
had taken placo in the annals of responsi- 
ble government in this Provinoo. So fur 
as the bill was concerned, its merits had 
been discussed at great length on both 
sides of the House, but ho had as yet fail- 
ed to hear one solitary lice of argument 
against ^ither'its principle or details. Va 
fortanately instead of argument the Op- 
position bad resorted to abuse or person- 
alities. (Cheers). Ho was perfectly satis- 
lied that tho whole country would bo with 
the Government on tho bill, becauso it 
extended to every man in the Province a 
a fuller and more equitable representa- 
tion than now enjoyed and he trusted that 
before long the country wduld reap the 
benefits of the measure. With such a 
manifestation as that exhibited by the Op- 
poiaition at this critical period tho Minis- 
try had decided that tho proper course to 
pursuo was to advise tho dissolution of 
the House. (Loud oheera) . ' He had to 
propose, however, in aocordaeoe with his 
promise, that tho House should first pass 
the estimates and suvoral important meas- 
ures of a public character. If tho Oppo- 
sition refused to assent to this proposition 
tho alternative resolved on was imineihale 
dissolution instead of after tho expiration 
of a brief period. Tho Government 
of the day had niot followed on 
the beaten truck of their predeces- 
sors — that of uselessly scattering 
money throughout the country. (Ap- 
plauio.) Thoy had inaugurated a system 
of expenditure whereby tho resources of 
the country could be develoijod. (Inter- 
ruption from the Opposition.) He could 
nnderatand perfectly well that it was gall- 
ing to hon. gentlemen opposite to have 
to listen to tho truth, more especially so 
thesonior member for Cariboo, who, al- 
though in office for a term of four years 
during which period ho pretended to ra- 
present that important distriet, had never 
done one single tiling of value to his con- 
stituency, nor assisted the district to as- 
sume a position to which her mineral 
wealth Gutiiicd uer. (Cheers.) Wlien 
the gentlemen opposite went back to their 
respective constituencies ho wonld pre- 
dict tirat not a few of them would lose the 
number of their political mess. The ob- 
ject of the Government had been to de- 
velop one of the mostimportant resources 
of the con»try and tho success which had 
attended and would continue to attend 
that efTorfc would stimulate other indus 
tries. Ho would suggest, iirst, that the 
Estimates be passed and a delay of three 
months unnecessary and disastrous to the 
country bo thus avoided. After that he 
would suggest the passage of the Quartz 
Bill, without which the development of 
mineral resources would bo seriously im- 
peded and tho quartz mining enterprises 
of the Province would of necessity bo re- 
tarded for an uncertain period. Ho also 
had to suggest tho passage of a measure 
in litiu of the one already before tho House 
60 strenuously opposed Ijy the Opposition, 
to amend the existing representation. Tho 
new measure would givo un additional 
member toNanaimo whose claims had been 
admitted on all sides, and a member to 
Cassiar, which was altogether uuropro- 
sented. A member would he taken from 
Kootenay .which district was most absurd- 
ly over-represented, andgiven to the im- 
portant district of New Westminster, as it 
■was conceded that that district had in- 
creased more in population and pros- 
perity than any other district on tho Main- 
MUd. If the busino.ss of the country were 
'permitted to go on, these would be all the 
xaeaatues the House wonld be asked to 



deal with previous to dissolatioh, but the 
Government could not consent to tho 
passage of any bill until thi necessary 
supplies had been voted. (Chaers.) If 
the Opposition declined to accede to this 
proposition then everything would necos- 
■iirily remain in statxi quo for a period of 
at least tbree months, but in that ease the 
odium resulting therefrom would rest on 
the Opposition, not on the Government. 
(Loud cheers. ) He trusted that ovou now 
sufficient good sense and patriotism might 
be found among the hon. gontieinen op- 
l)osite to accede to tho reasonable posi- 
tion of the Government, which was solely 
and wholly submitted in the best interests 
of thu country. 

Mr. Walkem said that the Government 
in resolving on dissolution had adopted 
an unopnstitutional course. Ho accused 
the Government of threataDii:g dissolu 
tion in the avont of a refuial to vote tho 
supplies. Quoting from Todd, he main- 
tained it was irregular to allude to disto 
lution with a view of influencing tho voles 
of hon. members. He had fully expecttd 
that the Premier voold have informed tho 
Houso that, in view of many Government 
defeats, ho had advised the Governor to 
accept ilia reniguation. The hon. ceutlo 
man then reoountod the votes be termed 
defeats, enumorating amongst them the 
passage of tho resolution providing for 
the cancellation of debentures, tho amend- 
ment to the registration of Voters' Bill, 
and tho resolution disallowing tho ap- 
pointment of a medical resident superin- 
tendent for the Lunatio Asylum. IIo then 
referred to Mr. Elliott's Btateiuent that 
tho Government hud determined to stand 
or fall by tho Conatitiition Araondment 
Bill and criticized the conduct of tho Gov- 
ernment in withdrawing it without resign- 
ing. He asBBrted he would have respect- 
ed tho Govornmont if thoy had acknowl- 
edged their errors, nud whilst admitting 
that a majority was not bound to givo way 
to a minority oontondod that threatened 
dissolution was nuparalloled. Ho hold 
(hut the previous luugniige of the Premier 
should commit th« Govornmont to the 
Constitution Bill and would ask that 
gentleman if ho intended to "talio that 
lamfuage back." Ho predicted that dis- 
solution would bo the moans of ousting 
the (Jovernmont from odico and felt as- 
sured that bo, in common with his follow- 
ers, would reoeivo the oonSdeuco of the 
people no matter whether dissolntion oc- 
curred instanter or after a short delay. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott, in reply to Mr. Wal- 
kem, said the Govornmont had had only 
one course loft to them in conuootiou 
with the Constitution Amendmout Bill 
and that was dissolution. To huvo con- 
tinued discussing its merits would have 
been to waste the time of the country, as 
it was evident neither reason nor argument 
mode any impression on hon, gontlonien 
opposite. They had roaolved to obstruct 
its passage at all hazarda. With regard 
to tho proposition that tho Ministry 
should resign, ho (Mr. E ) coutendcd jt 
was tho most absurd ho had overheard. 
It mnst be admitted that party lines were 
very finely drawn in tho House; hut it 
was preposterous to suppose that a ma- 
jority comprised of 13 should resign in 
favor of a minority composod of 11 mem- 
bers. If the majority could not carry on 
tho business of the country how could it 
bo supposed that tho minority would? 
(Hear, hear.) If the leader of the Oppo 
sition could show auy parallol for such a 
resignation ho (Mr. E.} would be glad to 
know it. If after dissolntion, tho people 
returned him (Mr. W.) to power ho could 
assure that gonlleman that ho (Mr. E.) 
would never ofTor such a factious opposi- 
tion as had been shown by him. Tho 
whole and solo reason for the withdrawal 
of the Constitution Amendment Bill was 
to enable important public business to he 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Walkem replied and quoted tho 
instance of Addington'sj resignation in 
1801 in the English House of Commons 
aa a parallol for the Premior's resigna- 
tion. He denied that tho Opposition had 
offered obstruction to legislation and 
claimed that althougb in the minority 
they wore the governing party of tho 
Houso, He wished to consult with his 
friends as to tho proposition made by the 
leader of the Government aud asked that 
the question might remain in abeyance 
until to-morrow. In the meantime he 
moved that the Qnartz Bill be proceeded 
with. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said it would be uji- 
fair to ask the House to proceed with an 
amended measure which had only that 
morning come from the Select Committee 
and which had not yet boon distributed 
amongst hon. membora. It was an im- 
portant bill and required careful perusal. 
But apart from that tho proposition ho 
had made was that the Estimates should 
be passed ^rii and that the Quartz Bill 
should be considered immediately after- 
wards. It was not the intention of the 
Government to recede from that position. 

Mr. Walkem aaid he would bo bought 
at no such price. He would not pledge 
himself to vote the supplies right or 
wrong and therefore moved the adjeuru- 
mont of the House. 

The question was put amid confusion 
and the House adjourned till 2 p. m. to- 
morrow.

Williams said Councillors did 
not wish to see tho plans and as for tho 
idea of being obliged to pass a resolution 
accepting thorn it was well known that 
the plans had been approved by the late 
Council. 

Coun. Todd asked Mr. Teaguo whether 
these plans were tho same as those passed 
by the late Council V 

Mr. "I'eaguo said the plans wero tho 
same with tho cscoption of certain altera- 
tions such, for instance, as in those plans 
tho basement had been done away with. 

Coun. lledern asked whether if this 
wing be built can tho origiuol ijlans be 
carried out iu their integrity ? 

Mr. Teague— No, of conrse not, the re- 
mainder of the plans will havo to bo alter- 
sd. 

Coun. Bodfern said it appeared quito 
certain that the plans were not uuoh as 
wero i)a8Bcd by ttio late Council and ho 
thought it was ouly ri^ht that they should 
therefore bo submitted to tho Council be- 
fore the tenders were opened.

His Wor.fhip tho Mayor hero suid bo 
had received a uumurously signed petition 
agjinst tho action of tho Council with 
reference to tho Ciiy Hall. He had ooil 
suited tho City Barrister, who gave it as 
his opinion that when the Corporation 
havo not the funds in hand that the Mayor 
who sigood the contract will be liable for 
the sum at the dobit of the Corporation at 
the end of lho}'onr;and after this opinion 
he (tho Mayor) bad come to theconoi.usion 
to agree to tho petition and refuse to sign 
the contracts, He regretted having to do 
this, though ho inight be in favor of tho 
soheme if it were . first submitted 
to tho ratepayers. He considered tho 
whole proceedings irregular, for tho plans 
should have undoubtedly been submitted 
to tho morubers of the Council, and ho 
trusted that tho Council would therefore 
reconsider tho resolution. 

The petition presented prayed the May- 
or notto si^n any oontraots for the build- 
ing of a City Hall till tho ' question was 
put to a vote of tho Ratepayers, 

Coun. Dalby Tirosentod several letters 
from ratepayers, asking that their names 
betaken off tho petition. 

Coun. Williams said that tho petition 
should have been to tho Council and those 
who had signed it had done wrong. 

Coun. Dalby did not consider (hat the 
Mayor should take any notice of the peti- 
tion, as it was not signed by the majority 
of the ratepayers. 

His Worship said he saw no objection 
to submitting the question to a vote of the 
ratepayers. 

Coun. Eedfern said ho would like to 
ask the City Collector as to tho numbor 
of ratepayers at present in the city. Ho 
boliored that thoro wero only about 560. 
and of theso there are 280 voters' 
names on the petition. Ho was glad bis 
worship had come to tho conclusion not 
to go any further in this matter till it was 
submitted to a vote of the ratepayers. 

Ooun. Tumor said he was strongly in 
favor of tho building of a City Hall which 
would bo a credit to the country instead of 
building a shed such as Coun. Williams 

E reposed. He had consulted a lawyer who 
ad told him that if there remains at the 
debt of the coporation at the end of tho 
year any sum representing any monies laid 
out for this hall that auy one signer of that 
petition can force tho Mayor or any one 
of tho Councillors to make good that 
amount. Why should this question not 
be submitted to the ratopayers? He 
would then agree to tho erection of a good 
hall. He did not know vihyr Conn. "Wil- 
liams should on all oooaaions when a 
member of the Council chose to differ 
from him, make insinuations against that 
Councillor, Ho was continually saying 
that members objected to this because it 
was not near their property. Now he 
(Coun. Turner) bad no property in the di- 
rection of the proposed site, but if the 
Hall is to bo built he would strongly ob- 
ject to its being built any where but on tho 
proposed site. He had lieard insinuations 
against Coun. Williams, that . ho had 
property in that direction and it was to 
improve the value of that property that 
he wanted the Hall built. Coun. Williams 
again accuses Councillors of going round 
Rud asking men to sign tho petition, yet 
what had he done to day but buttonhole 
many of those men and get them to with- 
draw their names. 

Coun. Todd proposed that the matter 
should. be dealt fairly with by the rate- 
payers, ospocially as it will cost but a 
small sum to do so, and no man of com- 
mon sense could object to such a propo- 
sition. 

Coun. Williams, seconded byOoua.Dal 
by, moved that tlio tenders for the erec- 
tion of tho City Hall be now opened. 

Coun. Redfern moved thatthoquestion 
be referred to the ratepayers. 

Coun. Marvin spoke in favor of opening 
the contvttots. 

Coun. Shakspeare said that it was great 
impudence on the part of the late Coun- 
cil passing a resolution on the last night 
of thoir sitting to order §8,000 worth of 
pipe, thus saddling tho incoming Council 
with that amount of debt. Ho agreed 
with the resolution. 

Coun. Turner, in reply, said that tho

TowuKond. Six Indians were arrested for 
participating in tho rescue of prisoners 
taken by Constable Stewart and subse- 
quently the Rocket left for gun practioe.
